Officials in Jerusalem expect 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz to submit the American 

e plan to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir this morning 
and τὸ request a response within 
a short period.

Initial reports reaching Jerusalem 
fast night after yesterday's London

A year later, pro-Syrian Palestin- 
ians drove Arafat out of Lebanon 
completely and he sought the help of 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak - 
- a move which further strained his 
ties with Syria. 

On June 24, 1983, Arafat was ex- 
pelled from Syria and has been 
banned from the country ever since. 

Last year Soviet pressure ied to 
secret reconciliation talks between 
Syria and the PLO. A Palestinian 
delegation delivered letters from 
Arafat to the Syrian leadership.

TEL AVIV - it began with old loves 
and ended with the latest craze, and 
in between the antique cars and the 
Samba dancers, yesterday's Ad- 
Joyada Purim parade featured vari- 
ous sides of the Israeli experience. 

A crowd estimated in the hun- 
dreds of thousands braved heavy 
traffic and threatening skies to turn 
out for what was billed as the biggest 
Adloyada ever held in Tel Aviv.

Other floats were topical, includ-

Garbagemen in white tuxedos 
and tophats mocked Tel Aviv's 
chronic rubbish dilemma, while Is- 
rael's 40th anniversary was marked 
by 40 children dressed as birthday 
candles.

Magen David Adom may 
demand strike action

Magen David Adom employees 
are to decide today whether to strike 
or apply partial sanctions after faif- 
ing to receive their Febru: 
lips on March 1. The ‘Treasury this 
week attached MDA’s bank ac- 
counts and no money is available to 
pay salaries. 

MDA spokesman Moshe Dayan 
charged yesterday that “the Trea- 
sury is out to destroy Magen David 
Adom.” Over NIS 9 million in bank 
accounts was attached because 
MDA owes the income tax authori- 
ties money debited from employees” 
gross salaries and not transferred to 
the Treasury. 

Dayan said that the real reason 
for the Treasury's action is opposi-~ 
tion by MDA and the Health Minis- 
try to recommendations by former 
Finance Ministry director general 
Nissim Baruch that MDA close 
down six branches and 22 emergen- 
cy assistance stations. 

Baruch was appointed last sum- 
mer by Health Minister Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almoslino and Finance Min- 
ister Moshe Nissim to investigate 
the financial problems of MDA and 
suggest ways to restore its financial 
health. Both ministers. as well as the 
MDA management, had agreed to 
accept his findings and implement 
them. 

But the MDA spokesman claims 
that “we agreed to accept the re- 
port, but not to commit suicide. The 
closing of so many branches and sta- 
tions — almost all of them in devel- 
opment towns that have no hospitals 
— would mean disaster for residents 
and for MDA. If someone gets a 


heart attack and MDA is called to 
save him, if the ambulance driver is 


+ out on cal) and there is no emergen- 


cy station to contact him, the patient 
could die.” 

Baruch said that the closedowns 
would save NIS 2.8m. He wrote that 
MDA is inefficient: only one-third 
of ambulance tips actually involve

On Wednesday night, MDA em- 
ployees agreed to “give the Trea- 
Sury a last chance” to produce mon- 
ey for their salaries. 

MDA officials met with Arbeli-

2.8m, but not involve branch close- 
downs.” Under the plan, 38 workers 
would be dismissed and 40 job slots 
not now filled would be eliminated. 
MDA would reduce its general ex~ 
penses by 10 per cent.

The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the MDA plan was a “fake” and 
that “it will not lead to the required 
cuts in expenditures, It's easy to ac- 
cuse the Treasury of wanting to de- 
stroy MDA while it itself fails to 
operate eificiently.'

Upon his release, Zahaike 
claimed that police had hit him dur- 
ing his detention. He said be had to 
fight to recover his personal phone 
book, which police confiscated at 
the time. The phone book was even- 
tually retumed, but the phone was 
not reconnected despite repeated 
calls to Bezek. 

“tT called Bezek and they said, 
‘Stop throwing stones, and we'll 
come and fix the phones’, ” Zahaike 
said. He pointed out that rioting has 
lately focused on the outlying vil- 
lages of Jerusalem, not in East Jeru- 
salem where his office is located. In 
addition, Bezek has Arab telephone 
crews who could easily enter Arab 
areas, he said. 


Zahaike said that he is not alone. 
The telephone lines to Al-Fajr were 
out of order for three days recently, 
and there are still intermttent prob- 
lems with the lines. At two other 
Papers, Al-Awda and Ai-Bayadir a- 
Siassi telephone service has been 
disrupted too, he said. 

Jerusalem police spokesmen Rafi 
Levy denied that the police are in- 
tentionally cutting off phone lines.

As for the 
rising tide of criticism at home, that 
is dismissed by Tzomet's sole MK as 
the cry of “nothing more than 4

“All this talk of our resembling 
South Africa starts from within, 
from the hypocritical lefties such as 
those in Hashomer Hatza’ir. The 
world wouldn't be making such 
comparisons if it weren't for them. 
And the world talks out of both 
sides of its mouth about South 
Africa.” 

The blunt, balding. powerfully- 
built but now paunchy retired sol- 
dier scornfully dismisses the conten- 
tion that. unlike the pre-1967 
borders, Israel’s conquest of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip is not 
internationally recognized. 

“What the world thinks about 
doesn't matter at all! All that mat- 
ters here is the interest of the Jewish 
people,” he states firmly, going on 
to castigate the “worthless” national 
leadership for “its endJess explana- 
tions and apologies.” 

“They have no self-respect, no 
national dignity. British Minister 
David Mellor should have been sent 
packing with the reminder that Brit- 
tsh rule ended here ia 1948. Our 
reaction to criticism is galuti (worthy 
only of the Diaspora mentality).” 

Time and again, Eitan lashes out 
at world opinion. Pressed to say how 
he would like the world to see us, he 
barks the reply: “Exactly as we are. 
1 don’t see any need for us to justify 
ourselves. Let them take a look at 
themselves and stop their 
preaching!" 

A leading exponent of the territo- 
ries’ security value, Eitan is also 
aware of, and ready ta resolve. the 
danger that an uprising like today's 
might present in the event of war.

TAT-ALUF ZE'EV, the officer 
commanding the Samaria region, 
looked around the hall at Ariel's 
Milken elementary school and saw 
some familiar faces. “ I feel as 
though I am about to address my 
staff,” he said. 

It took him only few minutes to 
realize how wrong he was. Barbed 
questions, interruptions and occa- 
sional hissing made it patently clear 
that he was not addressing deferen- 
tial subordinates. “‘There’s no way 
of satisfying you,” he said in exas- 
peration. 

‘The meeting held one evening this 
week was part of a series of talks 
IDF commanders were giving to 
Jewish settlers as the Palestinian 
tising was about to complete its 
third month.

Why shouldn't settlers launch 
their own reprisals?

Zvi Rafiah, a former minister at 
the Israel embassy in Washington 
and now a private consultant, told 
the American Jewish leaders that 
“Israel's position in Congress has 
reached an unprecedented low 
point. Our best friends are alarmed 
and worried.” Even the flack aimed 
at Israel during the war in Lebanon, 
the Pollard affair and Irangate was 
“not as bad as it is over the present 
situation in the territories.” 


AS KEEPERS of the consensus, the 
leaders of the Presidents Confer- 
ence take care to avoid controversial 
pronouncements. 

The Conference chairman, Mor- 
ris Abram, said that public airing of 
criticism of Israel's policies by Jew- 


“ish leaders “ill serves our purposes. 


This is not a matter of their right to 
do this, but of prudence. It is unwise 
to disagree in public with the Israeli 
government's policy on matters of 
life and death. This can have the 
effect - which the critics do not in- 
tend -- of creating the impression 
that American Jews are divided in 
support of Israel in fundamental 
ways.” 

The way is always open, Abram 
said, for American Jewish leaders to

The biblical Prophets pointed a 
finger not only at Egypt and Syria, 
but also at their own people. How

He dismissed as “ridiculous” the 
notion that Jewish criticism of Israel 
gives the enemies of Israel and the 
Jewish people an opportunity to ex- 
ploit. “The anti-Semites don’t need 
Alex Schindler to find out about the 
West Bank riots.” 

Vorspan also decried the “double 
bind” imposed on Diaspora Jews. 
“We are told that our relationship

Are these European personages, 
: who are the spokesmen of a con- 
tinent which has had the good 
fortune of not experiencing war 
for 43 years. ignorant of the fact 


that Israel -- a rock battered by 
waves of hatred - has never 
known real peace since its re- 
birth in 1948? 


Do we have to recall the terrible 
pogroms in Jerusalem of the in- 
famous Grand Mufti El Hadj 
Amine El-Husseini, the war 
criminal accomplice of Hitler 
and Himmler? Is the fact not 
known that, after the decision of 
the United Nations to partition 
Palestine under the British Man- 
date into a Jewish state and an 
Arab state. (although the Jews 
were gravely disadvantaged by 
this partition they nevertheless 
accepted it) six Arab armies in- 
vaded the territory allocated to 
Israel?

ἘΠ᾿ Israel must not deal with terror- 
ists; or, Israel must not deal with the 
PLO, which is a@ terrorist 
organization. 

A boy who throws stones is not 
a terrorist. Neither is a man who 
attacks a soldier. The Israelis are 
emptying the word “terrorism” of 
meaning, by making it stand for ev- 
erything they fear. This has a partic- 
ular political effect. You cannot deal 
with terrorists. If all of your enemies 
are terrorists, you cannot deal with 
any of your enemies. The magnifica- 
tion of “terrorism,” its conflation 
with all forms of violence and all 
forms of hostility, is really an ex- 
pression of despair about political 
action. 

Since the disturbances began in 
December, there has scarcely been a 
single act of Palestinian terrorism in 
‘the West Bank and Gaza. This is not 
because the Palestinians lack the 
weapons. They have, so far, 
changed their tactics. They have de- 
cided to confront Israel with civilian 
resistarice, which is morally and 
strategically more vexing. ‘Fhis con- 
forms to the recent pattems of un- 
Test in the territories.” 

The change in Palestinian tactics 
marks a change. tco. in the role of 
the PLO. The nature of the Palestin- 
ian affiliation with the PLO appears 
to have altered. It has become wid- 
er, but more symbolic. At this mo- 
ment in Palestinian history, it is al- 
most tautological to say that a 
Palestinian is also a supporter of the 
PLO. But that is a statement about 
identity, not politics. 

There are political divisions 
among the pro-PLO Palestinians. 
Many Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza who declare their support 
for the PLO also declare their desire 
to see the occupation end, and their 
interest in practical, politicat steps. 
Of course there is also support for 
terrorist methods and maximalist 
goals; and the terrorists and the 
maximalists intimidate their own 
community, too, and kill Palestin- 
ἴδῃς as easily as they kill Israelis, 
which has made moderation ἃ mat- 
ter of courage. 

Israel must negotiate with the Pal- 
estinians, if there is to be a political 
solution to its problem. In the real 
world, however, this means that Is- 
rael must negotiate with Palestin- 
ἴλης who say that they support the

ALE THESE powerful platinides. 
some true, some false, provide the 
Jewish community, in Israel and in- 
the United States, with a kind of " 
intellectual insulation.

They 
protect Jewish consciousness against 
the detonation of something it has 
come to cherish: the status quo. 

For Jews, the status quo is a corm 
fortable state of suspension. The oc- 
cupation fosters a feeling of incon- 
clusiveness: the serious dangers, the 
serious decisions, are al} distant, all 
deferred. The present is drained of 
its finality. There is the past, when 
there was war, and the future, when 
there will be peace. Between the 
war and the peace, between the 
Memory and the hope, Israeli ac- 
tions in the West Bank and Gaza 
seem without gravity. 

‘This weightlessness amounts to a 
kind of licence: lands may be expro- 
priated, setuements built, social and 
political institutions created or des- 
toryed, economic exploitation run 
rampant, newspapers opened or 
closed, and finally bones broken, all 
with the certainty that options stay 
open. all with the refrain that there 
must be ἃ political settlement. 

. Not many Israelis, and almost no 
American Jews. are clamouring for 
the annexation of the territories. 
£ven many Jews who favour annex- 
ation on ideological grounds are op- 
posed to acting on their ideology, 
for reasons of moral and political 
convenience. Annexation would 
provoke ἃ crisis in Israel's relations 
with America, and it would force 
the question of the place of the Pal- 
estinians in the Jewish state. The

quire annexation anyway. Territori- 
al compromise. on the other hand, a 
withdrawal from portions of the ter- 
sitories. looks like a radical idea. 
And so the occupation postpones all 
such hassles, al} such moments of 
truth. ᾿ 

But this is ἃ great illusion. The 
occupation is not 3 limbo. And the 
status quo is not static. When time 
stops in the mind, it does not stop on 
the ground. Israe!'s policy in the 
West Bank and Gaza may hurry a 
settlement up. or hurry it away. 

Perhaps the Palestinian uprising 
will shake the Jewish ease with what 
is, Perhaps it will make Jews see that 
this, the riots, the beatings, the kill- 
ings, the hissing hatred, is what is; 
that this, the slouching toward Bel- 
fast and the black hole of demogra- 
phy. is the status quo. Not calm 
diversified by commotion, but com- 
motion diversified by calm. 

Bur Israel need not wait helplessly 
for the Palestinians and the Jordani- 
ans. Israel can reaffirm its recogni- 
tion of “the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people and their just re- 
quirements” (the passage in the 
Camp David accords now seems ex- 
travagant to many Jews, and many 
Arabs have studiously forgotten it). 
It can tum away from iron fists, and 
assume a less provocative military 
presence in the territories, by with- 
drawing its troops from the centres 
of population. [τ can declare an am~- 
nestv for the many hundreds who 
were arrested during the uprising 
(an amnesty has been declared. af- 
ter all. for most of the terrorists in 
the Jewish “underground” }. 

Tr can hold free elections in the 
territories with the intention of 
treating the Jeadership that emerges 
as a pariner for autonomy, and for 
negotiutions about sovereignty. It 
can extend “functional” autonomy 
to the territories, give the Palestin- 
ians most of the keys, as a gesture of 
good faith, and as a rude start to 
Palestinian self-government. 

All these things Israel can do 
unilaterally. 


HOW WILL THE Palestinians re- 
spond? Palestinian history does not 
make you sanguine, their eye has 
rarely been on the prize. In 1978, for 
example. the Palestinians refused to 


-entestain the idea of five years of 


autonomy, to be followed by negoti- 
ations on sovereignty. Those five 
years would have ended five years 
aga. In 1983, in other words, the 
Palestinians of the West Bank and 
Gaza could have raised a flag and 
taken it to a table. Instead, they are 
in the streets, and in the prisons, 
and in the camps. They are there in 
a state of exaltation, to be sure; but 
it will pass, unless their “awaken- 
ing™ is translated into politics. 

What happened in the territories 
was not terrorism, but it was not 
politics, either. And the loosening 
of the PLO’s ay hyn the Palestin- 
jan community been accompa- 
nied by the troubling emergence of 
the mosque as a political centre 
(mainly in Gaza). 

Do the Palestinians see the pre- 
sent opportunity for politics? Or will 
the “awakening” prove to be anoth- 
er pyrthic Palestinian accomplish- 
ment? They seem. many of them, to 
be dreaming of Haifa. But they 
dream of Haifa at the price of Nab- 
lus. They cannot have Haifa. they 
can have Nablus. They must accept, 
however, the principle of partition. 

In 1947 they refused to accept a 
first partition of the West Bank; 
they turned their backs on Palestine 
because it came with Israel. Now 
they must.understand that what re- 
mains for them is ἃ second partition 
of the West Bank, no.more. unless it 
is war that they want:: But war is 
what delivered the Palestinians into 
their misery. Only politics carf delive , 
er them out of it. Will they caine 
forward, in political unity. expressiy~ 
to talk? Will they stay the hands of 
their radicals during the talks, as” 
they have stayed their hands during 
the protests? Will they stand for} 
election? Will they take any of the - 
keys? 


“THE JEWISH retirn to history.” 
was how the national fiberation of 
the Jews, first in the form of the 
Zionist movement, then in the form 
of the Jewish state, used to 
described. : 

A hundred years ago. d Jewish 
self-summoning back to history be- 
gan. Its premise was paradoxical: 
that the Jews would not be free until 
they acted as if they were already 
free. An unfree man waits to be 
helped. A free man helps himself. 
Zionism represented the retraction 
of every habit of the Jewish body 
and the Jewish soul that accepted 
the authority of circumstances. Such 
an acceptance came to look like an 


The Jews grasped that it is the 
oppressed, and not the oppressor, 
who first discovers the limits of op- 
pression. That is the historical ad- 
vantage of the fosers over the win- 
ners: they see more, they are 
cognitively more competent. All 
that remains for them is to become 
practically more competent, too; to 
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act. The Jews acted. 

There were dangers ‘afl around 
them, but something also threat- 
ened from within, still threatens, 
their new national energy, and that 
is the vanity of the victim. Bertrand 
Russel} called this “the superios vir- 
tue of the oppressed." and believed 
that “it begins only when the op- 
pressors come to have a bad con- 
Science... when their power is no 
fonger secure.” But surely it may 
begin, too, in the good conscience of 
the oppressed, which rewards pow- 
erlessness with goodness, which pre- 
fers being stainless in pain to respon- 
sible in action. . 

The Jews finally refused any long- 
er to be right, but down. They final- 
ly elected to rescue themselves, 
and run the risk of guilt, even of 
evil. in the effort at rescue. But 
though they made the break, they 
could not make themselves over. 

The Tews carried their memory 
into their revolution. It turned out 
that freedom did not ask for forget- 
ting. The Jewish past has been a 
great source of scruples for the Jew- 
ish state. But not always. Sometimes 
remembering is the enemy of 
thinking. 

“We are ποῖ allowed to kill; we 
are not allowed to expel: we are not 
allowed to beat.” said Shamir in 
January. “You ask yourself what we 
are allowed to do. Oniy to be killed, 
only to be wounded, only to be 
defeated.” 

He conquers. but he feels con- 
quered: he punishes, but he feels 
punished. Such sentiments reflect a 
withered sense of historical agency. 
a kind of sentimental and nationa! 
recidivism. These are not the words 
of a free man, or of a man who 
understands the many uses of pow- 
er. or of a man with the equipment 
for peace. 


THERE 15 NO law of history that 
the Jews will use power more sagely 
than any other people: their 2,000 
years of powerlessness are not 
proof. And there is no a priori jus- 
tice to Israel's actions. They are 
just, when they are just, because 
they are just, not because they are 
Israel's. The Jews may make any 
number of things out of their return 
to history. So far they have made a 
more or less fair society and a more 
or less open state. Certainly they 
have steered clear of the darkness 
that often descends upon national- 
isms that win. 

But if the Jews in their state have 
done better, if they have managed 
to balance the conflicting claims of 
nationalism and democracy, it was 
partly because they enjoyed the lux- 
ury of peng Re cag e Arab mi- 
nority in {srael was never so large 
that its political enfranchisement 
would threaten the Jewish character 
of the state. Until 1967. ὃ 

The occupation of much more 
than a million Palestinians, and their 
slow absorption into the Israeli 
world, has upset the moral and po- 
litical equilibrium of an earlier era. 
Jt has made Israe] vulnerable not 
only to constant intercommunal 
strife and a slow death by demogra- 
phy (unless there is ἃ territorial 
compromise, it is the Palestinians, 
not the Israeli, who will do the ab- 
sorbing), but also the the authoritar- 
ian temptation. 

The meaning of 1967 in Jewish 
history was, obviously, that Israel _ 
survived. But that was the meaning 
of the war. The meaning of the oc- 
cupation may be different. It may 
have provided Israel with something 
to compromise over that is not Israel 
itself. Until 1967, all Israel had to 
bargain over was its existence; and 
you do not bargain over your exis- 
tence. The occupation may have 
moved the conflict from apocalyp~ 
tics to politics. That is for all of the 
people, Israelis and Palestinians, 


* who live on all of the West Bank of 


the Jordan, to decide. 

Jews who believe in the annex- 
ation. or in the indefinite occdpa- 
tion, of the West Bank and Gaza are 
inspired, they insist, by the imagina- 
tion of catastrophe. We must be vig- 
ilant, they say, Jewish states have 
been destroyed before. 

But they are not the only haunted 
ones. Jews who believe in a second 
partition, and in mutual recogni- 
tion, and in peace, also live in view 
of a doom, with a vision of a future 
they fear. Not blood, though blood 
will surely be shed; not fire and wa- 
ter; not ruins. A different kind of 
ending. A disappearance, a slow 
overwhelming, an inexorable era~ 
sure punctuated by savagery, the 
loss of everything. one day. almost 
insensibly, to a change that stole 
across. A wasting of conscience, 
then of the stare. 

That, too, is a Jewish nightmare. 
Of course, it need not come to pass. 
It is nor too late for treaties and 
mercies. But hearts are hardening. 
There is cruelty on the Israeli side, 
and a little anguish. There is frenzy 
on the Palestinian side, and a little 
moderation. And time laughs.

Ihave no doubt that the majority 
of Jewish settlers in the occupied 
‘territories have conducted them- 
selves in the last few months in a 
most laudatory manner. J am confi- 
dent that few in their ranks would 
countenance any form of vigilantism 
towards the Arab population in their 
midst. The behaviour of the Jewish 
community in the territories is, in my 
estimation, of little consequence in 
the ongoing debate over the future 
of those areas. 

My opposition to the continued 

Israeli presence in the territories is 


. Not motivated by any feelings 1 may 


have towards the Jewish settlers liv- 
ing there. Deep in my heart I am 
inspired by their desire to want to 
create new Jewish communities and 
I would never question the legitima- 
cy of Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank. 

However, the price of maintaining 
Efrat and countless other Jewish 
settlements in Judea and Samaria is 
far too high. Quite frankly I do not 
believe that having the Israeli 
national colours flying over Kiryat 
Arba is worth forcing our identity 
upon a people who have clearly 
demonstated that they want no part 
of it. Our loyalty to Tora and to 
Zionism should never allow us to 
transform the West Bank into a 
replica of Algeria in the 195@s. Uiti- 
mately, if we do not come to terms 
with the national aspirations of our 
Palestinian neighbours, we may lose 
far more than Rabbi Blobstein's 
home in Efrat.

brought out to the waiting ambu- 
lance, some of the photographers 
began taking pictures of the settlers’ 
children in their holiday costumes. 
All of a sudden, a woman, pushing a 
baby carriage as she left the com- 
pound began shouting at us: “Get 
out of here !

She then tumed to the soldiers 
and shouted at them to remove us 
from the area. Another woman set- 
tler joined her, and in a matter of 
minutes we were confronted with 
several settlers who demand- 
ed our immediate departure. 

Reuter’s chief photographer in Is- 
rael, Jim Hollander, who was taking 
pictures of a costumed young boy, 
was suddenly attacked by a bearded 
settler who pushed his camera into 
his eye. Hollander chased after him 
and grabbed his coat. The settler 
turned and struck Hollander full- 
force in the mouth. Hollander stag- 
gered backwards as his camera fell 
in pieces on the ground. 

Hollander’s wife, ag ee 

ovo, a photographer for Time 
Magazine and afew soldiers tried 
to separate Hollander and his at- 
tacker. The settler tumed, grabbed 
one of Castelnuovo's lenses and 
struck her in the head, cutting her 
forehead. Castelnuovo, who tempo- 
rarily lost consciousness, was treat- 
ed inside Beit Hadassab. She later 
filed a complaint with the police. 

Several settlers then armved on 
the scene and attacked other pho- 
tographers including TV camera- 
men. Above the commotion the set- 
tler women were shouting that 
Peretz had been stabbed because of 
the press and that we should leave. 
Eventually the soldiers succeeded in 
separating the two sides, but when 
Peretz was brought out on a stretch- 
er some minutes later, the attacks 
on the photographers resumed. 

At this point the IDF commander 
in Hebron arrived and declared the 
area a military zone. He demanded 


that we leave, threatening us with 
arrest if we did not do so . 

As we were leaving, Gush

Many 
of the settlers were dressed in cos- 
tumes, their rifles hanging at their 
sides. Some of the few Palestinians 
left in the street looked at them, 
their eyes wide in bewilderment. 
Costumed Jewish children rode on 
flat-carts pulled by horses, as Arab 
wagon-drivers, their eyes downcast, 
trudged beside the animals. 

On the way hearin! cars we 
passed through ost empty 
market, only to find the gate locked 
on the other side. The soldier there 
refused to allow us through forcing 
us to retrace our steps back into the 
hostile environment.

But_ after a fortnight, manage- 
ment found a better way of utilizing 
the packing house's advanced ma- 
chinery which it had introduced to 
reduce the number of workers from

today. (One machine in particular, 
which examines the fruit for size, 
colour and quality, has cut manpow- 
er by 90 per cent for that particular 
process.) The manpower shortage 
was overcome by eager South Leba- 
nese men, prepared to leave their 
homes for $400 a month. 

Like the machinery imported 
from the U.S. two years ago, the 
idea of bringing South Lebanese 
workers into the country was consid-

house manager, admits. “But we ex~ 
Plained to the Palestinian workers 
that the Lebanese have not come to 
take their jobs but rather to help the 
packing house.” 

Hazut says the tension is now kept 
outside the packing house gates. 
Come what may. the Lebanese are 
definitely here to stay, for the re- 
mainder of the season at least. 

The packing house has investell ἃ 
considerable amount of money to 
keep them happy. The men sleep in 
a concrete hut equipped with a tele- 
vision, fridge and small kitchen 
area. The company hires an outside 
catering frim to provide them with 
three hot meats a day. Once a fort- 
night, the workers are bused back 
home fortwo days. Last weekend 
they stayed in Israel, but the pack- 
ing house laid on a trip for them to 
the Latrun monastry, Tel Aviv and 


Jaffa. 

These 40 Lebanese are part of a 
group of 450 workers who have been 
recently recruited to work in Israet’s 
citrus sector. To have the privilege 
of earning $400 a month, a huge 
amount nowadays in Lebanon, 
workers have to be over 35 years old 
and have a close reiative fighting 
under South Lebanese Army com- 
mander General Antoinne Lahad. 

They are not the only source of 
manpower encouraged to make 


their way to the orchards. Unem- . 


ployed Israeli Arabs from the Naza- 
reth region are also sent to the Shar- 
on area by the Employment Service.

Who ensures that these workers 
are not exploited? Israeli workers 
have the protection of the Hista- 
drut.

This has not stopped 
the International Labour Organiza- 
tion (ILO) from claiming that work- 
ers from the territories have been 
forced into unionization by the 
‘Histadrut. 

In reality, the government-run 
Employment Service looks after 
Palestinian rights. Just recently, 
there was a debate over whether 
Palestiriians are entitled to get the 
minimum wage passed 
set. Benny Schwartz, the -Employ- 
ment Service official in charge of the 
territories, maintained that this leg- 
islation must apply to all workers in 
the economy, including foreigners. 


FOR YEARS the legal standing of 
Arab workers from the territories 
was unclear. In 1970. a Defence 
Ministry committee decided that 
these workers should get the same- 
gross and net income as their Israeli 
counterparts. The idea was to en- 
sure that Arab workers from the 
territories would not constitute a 
cheap labour force from the employ- 
ers’ point of view.

announced, therefore, that from 
January 1988, employers are no 
longer permitted to give these illegal 
tax credit points and should tax the 
workers from the first shekel ac- 
cording to the income tax brackets. 
In order to prevent a fall in Pales- 
tinians’ net income, officials decided 
that the money which had previous- 
ly gone to the civilian administration 
would now be spent to meet the new 
tax regulation, namely to-pay in- 
come tax from the first shekel. The 
civil administration must therefore 
start looking for direct financing 
from the government.

He says the Soviet Union probably 
will sell less gold from now on be- 
cause it has ratsed ἃ large portion of 
the foreign currency reserves it will 
need for the year. 

Mining companies will ease up on 
the downward pressure they put on 
gold prices through their sales of 
gold for future delivery in forward 
contracts, Nichols says. 

And the spate of *‘gold loans" is 
likely to ease up somewhat, Nichols 
said. Newmont Mining Corp. 
dumped one million ounces of gold 
onto the market this year when it 
borrowed against future production 
and then sold the gold to raise cash 
and pay off debts acquired in a suc- 
cessfol takeover defence. 


Although an additional two mil- 
lion ounces’ worth of gold loans are 
already in the pipeline, Nichols said, 
the food should diminish after that. 

On the demand side, investors in 
Japan and elsewhere in the Far East 
Lad enmity locas hg rte 
The Japanese imported 40 tons of 
gold in February alone. Nichols esti- 
mates. The appetite for kilobars — 31 
ounces of pure gold — is so great in 
the Far East that he says fabricators 
cannot keep up.

FOUR Finnish drama stu- 

dents were given suspend- 

ed jail sentences after they 
pelted the audience watching their 
avant-garde show with fireworks 
and human excrement, the AFP 
news agency reported recently.

In that case, the plan would appear to stand little chance of 
being widely endorsed. Mr, Shultz’s declared purpose in float- 
ing his initiative was to focus on matters of substance. But his 
plan itself is hung up on procedures which are themselves hotly 
in dispute between Israel and the Arabs. 

In the eyes of Premier Yitzhak Shamir, Mr. Shuitz’s drastic 
revision of the procedures envisioned in the Camp David 
agreements alone damns his plan. To King Hussein it is the 
vague similarities that are anathema.
